President Roosevelt—How the Government Appliesͤ 


the Test for Total and Partial Disability, 
By Eugene F. Ware, Commissioner of Pensions. 


HE American people have always loved their soldiers, and probably always will. 
The reason is that the American soldier has been deserving of it from the 
earliest days. Our country has had several wars, in all of which the American 


lowed. 

The Americans are proud of their wars as well as of their soldiers, and well may 
they be proud, because those wars have made glorious pages in our history, and at 
“the same time have been of benefit not only to the country bat to mankind. 

The wars which we have fought from the Pequot war to the present time have 
been in their result a benefit. The revolutionary war, which was fought so long 
and cost so much, was worth ten dollars to every one dollar that was expended. There 
never was a more profitable war; it gave us independence on the land. The war of 
112 gave us independence upon the sea. The war with Mexico gave us a Pacific 
frontier and an imperial territory. It was worth one hundred dollars to every dollar 
it cost us. The war of the rebellion was worth all it cost. Its cost was indeed 
vast, but its benefits were vaster. It was a great labor movement. It was a war 
tu which the wage earner was fighting to break down the competit.on of the nonwage 
earner. It was a war of the employed to free the unemployed, of the free worker in 
behalf of the unpaid slave. The mudsills” of society, then so-called, rallied to the 
flag and fought its battles for the benefit of both free and slave. It resulted in put- 
ting labor upon a higher plane and enabling it to rise still. higher. It abolished 
slavery, gave us new ideals, gave us the fourteenth amendment which was a new 
magna charta. The civil war, great as it was in destruction and cost, was in its 
net results to the United States and to humanity an economical war. 

Philosophers and moralisté may talk to the people forever, bat wars are in- 
évyitable and constant, and must be carried on for the advancement of the race. Wars 
are not an unmixed evil, they are the schoolings of the nations. It is for these rea- 
sons that the American soldier who has survived has been the cure and the idol of 
his country, and it could not have been otherwise, for he has indeed fought great 
88 endured much, won great battles, and done great deeds. 


Pensions an American Tien. 


The idea that those who have fought the batties of their country should receive 
pensions has been the American idea from the earliest day. The method of pea- 
sioning which the United States adopts is largely its own, but it is coeval with our 
settlement and nationality. Hardly had our ancestors landed upon the American 
soil before the fighting began, and while some of our pioneers were engaged in 
clearing the forests the others were engaged in pushing back the eavages, and it was 
decided that those who were injured in such service should not be forgotten.

u may be classified into three kinds: Disability 3 service pen-

A PISABILITY PENSION is a compensation given by’ the government for disa- 

“Milities actually received in the service. It is impossible for congress to legislate as 

i each and every disability which a soldier might suffer through battle, accident, 

@ disease, and hence congress has made but few specific pensions—that is to say, 

Pensions in which the disabilities are specific, like the loss of a foot o: the loss of a 

"and. The great list of accidents and losses must be left to the discretion of the 

Sommissioner of pensions, who will pass upon the cases, as, for instance: A man 
> das a thumb shot off—he must be given a pension proportionate to the disability 
) Which he suffers in regard to his capacity for labor. Another is run over by an 
Sftiliery wagon and three ribs are broken; while another is thrown from his cavalry 
horse and his shoulder is broken and anchylosed. There is an endless variety of such 
incidents, and the pension commissioner, through his corps of able assistants, legal 
and medical, takes these matters up and decides, as near to justice and law as he 
ean, what the pension should be. The design of the disability pension is that it 
should be compensatory. The pension commissioner makes ru.es and regulations 
Concerning the evidence, procedure, and adjudication. 

A SERVICE PENSION is where the length of term of service fixes the rate of the 
acidier’s pension; as, for instance, if he should serve one year and be honorably dis- 
charged without disability he should receive $5 a month. If he should serve two 
Years $10 a month, and if he served three years $15. Many bilis have been intro- 
duced into congress of the character of a service pension, in Which it was sought to 
pay the pensioner every month at some rate, as, for instance, 1 cent a day for his 
Services. In that event a person who served three years would be entitled to three 
tims 365, which would be over $10 a month. The idea of the service pension has not 
been utilized to any great extent by congress, but several varieties of pension which 
ge in fact really disability pensions have been miscalled “ service pensions.” 

AN AGE PENSION rests upon a question of sentiment. The disebility pension and 
the service pension are each, from their nature, rewards to the soldier for what he 
has suffered or what he has done. They are based on estimates culdly calculated 
a> to what should be paid a soldier by reason of his actual service’ but the age pen- 
nion is a matter of sentiment. In this world sentiment must be provided for. It is 
potent in war, politics, business, and everything else. People who run up against 

* find it as solid as facts themselves. Sentiment is the product of imagination and 


works. 


Americans Proud of the Soldier. 


| The admiration of the American people for their soldiers goes much further than 
‘the mere paying to them of amounts believed to be actually due for things suffered 
and done. The American people have always had so much reason to be proud of the 
gets of their soldiers that there has grown up ay American sentiment that no soldier 
Would go to the poorhouse. Whatever may have been his prodigality or his lack 
of forethought, if in his final years he finds himself a poor mar, unable to support 
himself by manual labor, the sentiment of the American people is that he shall be 
taken care of. This sentiment expresses itself at all times. It is to be regretted that 
immediately before every election any exhibition of this sentiment sheuld be at once 
attributed to politics. 

Of course, parties must have votes. All great reform movements, all great na- 
tional actions of progress must be backed with votes. If it were not for votes nothing 
Could be done, hence the seeking of votes is simply the seeking of force and strength 
to carry out the enterprise which * individual believes to be the best for his country

TWO FARES FOR 
RIDE DOWN TOWN 


Danie. Fetzer of Traction 
Company Has Plan That 
Would Hit Thousands 

of Patrons. 


TO CUT DOWN TRANSFERS. | 


Scheme No Longer to Make Up 
Deficit in Consolidated 
Earnings Is Far 
Reaching. 


— 


Suburban residents who now ride to the 
center of the city for 5 cents may have to 
pay 10 before many months. 

The prospect of a divorce between the 
Consolidated and Union Traction companies 
in the near future is good, and if the decree 
is granted it will mean transfers no longer 
will be granted between the two lines. 
With the companies’ operated as entirely 
separate corporations, the Supreme court de- 
cision in the transfer case will not apply, and 
the Consolidated will charge one fare and 
the Union Traction another one. 

Says Refusal Is in Earnest. 

Managing Receiver Fetzer of the Union 
Traction company announced yesterday he 


was in earnest in his position of refusal to 


allow the Union Traction longer to guarantee 
the bonds of the Consolidated company. 

“The $300,000 which the Union Traction 
company spends to pay the interest on the 
Consolidated bonds would mean $25,000 a 
month which would be available for main- 
tenance and betterment of the Union Traction 
property, saidhe. “ There is no reason why 
the Union Traction should give it to the Con- 
solidated and I am in favor of stopping it if 
Lean.“ 

Think Grosscup Will Agree. 

The matter will come up for formal action 
at the meeting of the Union traction receivers 
next Thursday. It will require the consent 
of the court, if the receivers vote to take the 
action Mr. Fetzer advocates, but there are 
people who think that will not be hard to get. 
Receiver Fetzer practically represents Judge 
Grosscup on the board and it is not thought 
he would have come out so strongly in the 
matter without at least an idea that the 
judge would back him up in it. 

When Charles T. Yerkes united thé various 
suburban lines to the north and west of the 
city into the Consolidated Traction company 
he issued $6,000,000 in bonds, the interest on 
which was afterwards guaranteed by the 
North and West Chicago street railway com- 
panies. Trackage rights also were granted 
the Consolidated aliowing it to run some of 


No clear consideration for these favors to 
the Consolidated company was ever given. 
The guaranteeing companies always had to 
make up a deficit in the interest money on 
the Consolidated bonds, and the arrange- 
ment, while seemingly satisfactory to Mr. 
Yerkes, did not appear to be of any benefit 
to any one else except the bondholders. 


Burden Unloaded by Yerkes. 
When Yerkes leased the North and West 
Sido roads to the Union Traction company it 
is reported the promoters of the latter ob- 
jected to this arrangement with the Consoli-

Body Blow to Union Traction. 

Where two fares had been collected only 
one was paid, and, for purposes of revenue, 
the Union Traction and Consolidated were 
practically one company. It was this which 
made that transfer decision such a body blow 
to the Union Traction company, not the spec- 
tacular transfers from the north to the west 
side and back again, which attracted the 
public’s attention. 

Practically the entire interest on the Con- 
solidated bonds had to be met by the Union 


Traction company after this decision. If it 


was not done directly by making up the de- 
ficit it was done indirectly by the Union Trac- 
tion having to haul without charge the pas- 
sengers from whom the Consolidated had al- 
ready collected fares. It is this situation 
which Receiver Fetzer wants done away 
with. 


Two Companies; Two Fares. 

‘The immediate result of a withdrawal of 
the Union Traction guarantee of the Consoli- 
Gated bonds probably would be a default in 
the interest payments, a foreclosure, and 
more receivers. The Consolidated would be 
operated as an independent company, and 
there would be no more reason for the trans- 
fers. Each company could charge 5 cents for 
lor a ride over its road and the passenger 
who wanted to use noth roads would have to 
pay both fares. 

In epeaking of the matter yesterday, Mr. 
Fetzer said the refusal longer to pay the 
ir.terest on the Consolidated bonds would re 
sult in that company being run as an inde- 
pendent corporation, and the single fares 
now prevailing would naturally stop, as the 
transfer decision was based on the assump- 
tion the two companies are now practically 


one. 
Plan May Meet Opposition. 

It is possible Receiver Fetzer’s plan may 
meet with considerable opposition from the 
management of the Union Traction company. 
It is not known exactly here in which hands 
the Consolidated bonds are. It is known 
that at one time Mr. Yerkes held a good 
block vf them, but it is generally understood 


he got rid of them some time ago.

Hutchins Hapgood, Socialist and 
Author, Is Slugged. 


COMES TO STUDY LABOR. 
Union Men ih Saloon Headquarters 
Supply Loeal Color. 


With his face and ideals shattered by many 
blows, Hutchins Hapgood, author of the 
“Autobiography of a Thief,” departed from 
a saloon at 100 Franklin street last night. 
He had come from New York in search of 
local color for a story on union labor condi- 
tions. He found it. It was on his garments 
and countenance.

When he was safely away from the fight 
and was among friends, Hapgood declared 
that he came to the city a firm believer in 
trade unionism.

Desires to Meet the Real Workers.“ 
Hapgood came to Chicago several weeks 
ago, and has been investigating sociological 


conditions, with the view of writing a novel 


based on his conclusions. Friends intro- 
duced him to the men prominent in the union 
labor world, and he had visited the settie- 
ment houses. It was, however, his wish to 


sentatives, and he requested the names of 
saloons where the business agents and mem- 
bers of the unions congregated.

“Go to the saloon under the building 
trades,’’ Mr. Hapgood’s friends told him, in 
the evening and you will meet the rank and 
file of the unions.

Hapgood took the advice. He went—alone. 
He introduced himself, and soon was en- 
gaged in conversation with the men at the 
bar. The discussion turned naturally to the 
* grafters*’ in the unions and to the cor- 
ruption occasionally charged. This led to 
mention of Sam Parks, the late boss of the 
structural iron workers. who died a convicted 
teion in the New York penitentiary. 

It seems to me,” the writer said, freely 
expressing his opinion, that the labor 
movement would be much better off were the 
‘crooks’ and * grafters’ weeded out. 

“Parks was a thief—just a plain thief, 
nothing better——’’ 

“What's that you’re saying.“ Campbeil 
interrupted. “‘ Parks was a friend of mine.

Large Fist Enters the Argument. 

„ did not think there was any secret about 
it,” the author continued, standing his 
ground. “ He was convicted and sent to pris- 
on.

You and I may disagree, but 
still I have my own convictions, and I think 
it only honest to express them.” 

“ You do, do you!“ cried Campbell. At the 
moment a large fist shot out and struck Hap- 
good on the cheek. He dodged and parried 
and tried to defend himself. The first assail- 
ant was supported by others, and the author 
had his hands full protecting himself: Then 
the barkeeper intervened. 

Get out of here, the whole of you,” he 
commanded. “ We can’t have that sort of 
thing in this respectable saloon.“ 

Hapgood protested that he was willing to 
stop fighting, but the saloon man said noth- 
ing short of the departure of the men in- 
volved would do. The author walked out- 
Two of the structural iron workers 
followed him. They attacked him with re- 
newed vigor and gave him a severe beating. 
As soon as he was able to get away he ran to 
the office of a friend. 


Tells of Shattered Ideals.

Admiral Adds to Story. 

The Daily Chronicle has an interview with 
Admiral Rojestvensky at Vigo, which gives a 
few interesting statements not yet published. 
The admiral is quoted as saying that when 
the vessels of the Russian squadron found 
themselves surrounded by the fishing fleet 
the warships had to stop their engines con- 
tinually so as not to get their screws en- 
tangled in the nets. 

The warships frequently gave way to the 
trawlers. Suddenly the cruiser Aurora saw 
ahead two torpedo boats coming towards the 
squadron at full speed. It turned its search- 
light on them, and then noticed two floating 
mines close to the ship. An order to fire on 
the torpedo boats was immediately given, 
with the result that one of them was sunk 
and the other escaped and was lost sight of 
among the trawlers. 

The admiral added there were two men in-

One Trawler Spared. |

FRANCE CLOSE TO A CRISIS. 


Government Is Saved from Defeatin At- 
tack on War Minister by ethane 
of Four Votes. 


PARIS, Oct. 28—After an exceedingly 
stormy debate in the chamber of deputies, 
the government tonight escaped defeat by 
four votes only, ond rumors already are cur- 
rent that Gen. Andre, the minister of war, 
whose administration was the subject of 
the discussion, contemplates resignation.

of spying upon the private lives of Officers, 
and encouraging officers to act as informers.

Col. Rousset, who 
went into great detail, reading correspon- 
dence alleged to have passed between a con- 
fidential subordinate of the minister and 
the heads of masonic lodges on the subject 
of the promotion or disgrace of various of- 
ficers 


Gen. Andre, who was frequently noisily 
interrupted by the opposition, gave explana- 
tions concerning certain specific allegations, 
and repudiated all knowledge of the corre- 
spondence read hy Rousset.

Wenter for Ship Canal. 


Mr. Wenter in his address urged the impor- 
tance of the national government utilizing 
the Chicago drainage canal as a ship canal 
to connect the great lakes with the Missis- 
sippi river. The city of Chicago has ex- 
pended thus far $44,114,000 on the canal, and 
it will require $7,000,000 more to complete it. 
It will be thirty-eight and a half miles long, 
and the design contemplates a width of 100 
‘to 202 feet and a depth of twenty-four to 
twenty-six feet in the canal and twenty-six 
to thirty feet in the Chicago river. 

He said there was no question of the feasi- 
bility of a ship canal. A channel of four- 
teen feet depth can be constructed from 
Lockport, the end of the drainage canal, to 
the mouth of the Hlinois river for $25,000,000 
or $30,000,000.

SHAFT IS NOW BURNING. | 


Explosion Shakes Country | for 
Miles and Tears Up Earth — 
Like Small Voleano. 


Trinidad, Cole, Oct. 26.—1 


Special. }—Be- 
tween thirty and sixty men were killed in an. 


explosion at mine No. 8 of the Rocky Moun- 
tain Gnd tron company at Teneo, forty 
miles west of here. 

The explosion, supposed to be of mine dust, 


bie voleano, 
and every soul who was in the mine un- 
doubtedly is dead. 

There is some confiision as to how many 
were at work, and as the mine is burning in 
all likelihood the bodies will be cremated. 


Domes Like an Earthquake. 

The explosion was preceded by a low, rum- 
bling sound, ling an 5 
which made the earth trembie and startled 
the whole camp. 

Out of the mouth of the tunnel and two air 


shafts came a great volume of smoke and 


dust, which continued for nearly a minute. 
Out of the two air shafts, each of which is 
seven feet in diameter, timbers that were 


from one to two feet in diameter were shot 


into the air and broken into splinters. 

- Pieces of rocks were thrown over the cam — 
for a distance of a quarter ofa mile. Inf 
it rained rocks, broken timbers, and all kinds 
of débris for fully a minute, and many people 


were injured by being struck with these 
missiles. 


Crowds Rush to the Tunnel. 


Immediately after the explosion, which 
Was like a volcanic eruption, there was the 
Wildest excitement. Women, men, and chil- 
dren rushed to the mouth of the tunnel. and 
women whose husbands were in the mine 
had to be brought away by miners to keep 
them from deing killed by deadly fumes 
coming from the shaft. 

The mine in Which the accident happened 
works eighty men, and it is believed that not 
less than sixty men were in the mine at the 
time. 

Tonight hundreds of men are trying to 
get into the mine. Deadly fumes overcome 
the rescuers frequently. but — places are 


immediately taken by others ready to risk 
their lives. : 
Miners Nearly All Slavs. 


Nearly all the miners employed were Slavs. 
The mine was opened only a year ago and 
extended 2,000 feet into the hill. 

Only one body was recovered, that of T. 
Duran, a driver, Who Was just entering the 
tunnel when the explosion happened. 

A large number of mine officials left here 
as soon as word of the accident was received.

coaches and players unhesitatingly declare 
it is 80 per cent stronger now than at any 
time this season. As to the offense, there is 
not a student who is not dead sure that. no 
matter what may happen, the. Wisconsin 
eleven will gain ground, and lots of it, to- 
morrow. -The only doubt has been as to the 
defense of Wisconsin's right side and the 
backs, and it is the team’s improvement here 
which must be taken on faith. None but the 


‘coaches and trainers has seen it.

They 
call it a question of class and point to the 
fact that Wisconsin’s secondary defense and 
right side are no stronger than last year, and 
that Michigan will win through the supposed 
ly weak spot, as did Chicago in 1899. 

If Wisconsin is able to hold Michigan for 


ten minutes tomorrow it should be one of 


the greatest games ever seen at Camp Ran- 
dall. The best things about the outlook are 
the splendid spirit of the team and the ad- 
vantage of the home field, which Wisconsin 
has not had against Michigan since 1892.

S quite a number of the crown dia- 
monds of France were purchased in 
1686 by Americans, and are now in 
the United States, a good deal of in-

While some of the newspapers insisted that

The keys to his complex character are 
his ambition, his moral earnestness, his nar- 
rowmindednesa, and his physical cowardice.

The real house of La Tour d' Auvergne, the 
chiefs of which were sovereign counts and 
princes of Auvergne in the early part of the 
tenth century, is now entirely extinct. In 
1489, on the death of Agne III. de la Tour 
d' Auvergne it aivided into two branches, 
founded by his two sons, the elder being 
represented in the fifteenth, sixteenth, sev- 
enteenth, and eighteenth centuries by the 
sovereign due de Bouillon. The last of this 
senior line was Duke Leopold de Bouillon, 
who besides was prince de la Tour d' Au- 
vergne, of Sedan, and of Raucourt and who 
married Princess Hedwig of Hesse, was 
driven from his throne and from his do- 
minions, of which he was sovereign, in 1793, 
dying five years later, in 1802, without issue. 

— 

The younger branch founded, as I have 
said above, in 1489, was represented down 
tc the beginning of the nineteenth century 
in the direct male line by de la Tour d' Au- 
vergnes, who styled themselves counts d’Ap- 
chier. On the death of Duke Leopold of 
Bouillon, the last of the senior line, in 
1802, his kinsman, Godfrey, count d' Apchier, 
assumed, as was his right by inheritance, 
te title of duc de Bouillon and of prince de la 
Jour d' Auvergne. served as general, 
with great distinction, during the Napoleonic 
wars, and on dying left a son, Maurice, 
born in 1809, a gallant cavalry officer in the 
service of France, and who died some ten 
or fifteen years ago without issue. In this

King Louis XVIII., on the restoration, 
found it difficult to pardon Gen. Godfrey, 
prince de la Tour d' Auvergne, count d’Ap- 
chier, for having served under the first Na- 
Foleon, and, without actually recognizing 
one of his courtiers in exile, the marquis de 
la Tour-Lauraguais, as a De la Tour d’Au- 
vergne, permitted him to assume the title 
of prince de la Tour d' Auvergne, on the 
strength of a story, more or less mythical, to 
the effect that his father had on one occa- 
sion been recognized as a kinsman by the 
last sovereign duke of Bouillon.

Louis XVIII., by way of still further an- 
noying the authentic prince de la Tour d' Au- 
vergne of the Apchier branch, confided to his 
favorite, the Marquis Bernard de la Tour- 
Lauraguais, the heart of the famous mar- 
shal de Turenne, who, killed at the battle 
ot Acheren, was a scion of the De la Tour 
d' Auvergne family, being a son of Duke 
Henri de Bouillon. Ever since the mar- 
shal's death his heart had always been pre- 
served by the chief of the La Tour d' Au-

he Has no rivals. 

His position as an individual is as 
paramount and supreme as his position in the 
capacity of emperor. In both qualities he is 
a living factor in every function of the na- 
tional activity. | | 

It must be singularly galling to be a genius 
and a monarch at once. It is easier to be a 
millionaire and a saint in the same person, 
or a pretty woman and an efficient grand- 


monarchy possible—a strain of snobbishness 
in himself, another of obsequious weakness 
in those about him, conceit responding to 
toadyism. - 

The monarch, on the other side, must often 
resent his instinct to despise those same 
elements, by which alone he lives. Armies 
obey him who know nothing of his discretion 
in command; worthy eitisens train their 
mustaches te a fashion that tickles his per- 
sonal taste; everywhere the big brass hat is 
donned to do honor to properties and quali- 
ties that are only his by implication. No 
wonder princesses run away and grand dukes 
marry with the left hand. Royalties are the 
most misunderstood folk in the world. 

Royalty and Genius Co-operate. 

But the Kaiser flourishes on it. He has dis- 
covered that with the weight of his royalty 
he can give momentum to his genius—ham- 
mer in the nail of inspiration with the scepter, 
as it were. He is none of those misfit entities 
who earn chagrin by virtue of a desire to 
live on their merits; when he falls short of 
his intention in art he fills the gap with his 
authority, sans facons. He is not the first 
great man who has “ propped the rickety 
bantung with the prestige of his name. 
* Pericles, Prince of Tyre,“ would not be 
printed nowadays if Romeo and Juliet 
had not been written. When the kaiser’s 
mimes produce the kaiser's play in the 
kaiser’s theater, it is the kaiser’s audience 
that applauds with enthusiasm and half an 
eye on the kalser's box. As a genius, he 
always wears his uniform; as a kaiser, he 
wears the halo of the artist. 

He wrote a poem once which he submitted 
to a great literary man, who dined at the 
castle for that purpose particularly. Know- 
ing the man, I believe him no less dutiful to 
his ruler than to the craft he knows so thor- 
oughly.

Danfield (Henry Holt & Co.), is a collection 


of moral and instructive lies about beasts, - 


birds and fishes.” Every man who has de 
lighted his soul with a season in camp cher- 
ishes pleasant recollections of the “ whop- 
pers soberly told by the drawling racon- 
teurs whose summer vocation is to lead city 
folk to the lair of the muskie and the 
paths of deer. To these mighty hunters and 
patient fishermen, as well as to the unfortu- 
néte who may only read other fellows’ yarns 
of feats with gun and rod, Fergy the Guide” 
will be a source of satisfying entertainment. 
Fergy is a composite of all the guides whom 
Canfield knew, which is by way of saying 
that he is a type; for Canfield hunted and 


shed enthusiastically for many successive 


peasons. 
And Fergy’s yarns are the cream of thou- 
gande—not the tales that trip off the tongue 
in easy repetition to the endless succession 
of those who pay a guide his $2 a day fora 
week or so and then disappear—but the 
rarest treasures of these amiable Ananiases, 
the choice nuggets of narration that are im- 
only to such as win the hearts and 
@nsnare the confidence of the sturdy men 
whose lives are lived under the bright north- 
ern stars. Some of Fergy’s tales ring as 
true as the gold of fact; and none of them is 
any more of a strain upon credulity than 
many of the serious stories of animal intelli- 
gence. They are jolly good fun, as fresh as 
@ balsam scented breeze and as lively as the 
ioe creature of fins or fur.

BOSTON OWNER GETS TEMPORARY 
SETBACK AT HORSE SHOW. 


Tandem Class Award Goes to Tichenor 
& Co., but the Coveted Tichenor Cup 
Goes to Hildred, and the Stable Cap- 

tres Three Other Firsts—Vander- 
bilts Not Represented in Big Contest 
~Tangerine and Domino Are Re- 
markable Show Pontes,

The spell that seemed to make the Jordan 
horses winners of the blue ribbon every time 
they went into the ring at the horse show was 
broken yesterday when the Boston pair, Lord 
Burleigh and Lord Belfast, were forced to 
take second place in the tandem class to 
FRustling Silk and Polly Prim, owned by 
Tichetior & Co. 

But the check to the triumphant march of 
the Massachusetts nags was only a tempo- 
rary one, as after the slight setback noted 
they went on and made a sweep of every 
ring in which they were entered, taking down 
four firsts with a margin left each time. 
Among the victories was that in the Tichenor 
cup, a 500 trophy that it ie the ambition 
of every owner of high acting horses to 
obtain for his sideboard. Here is what the 
Jordan horses did yesterday: "eet 

First in the Tichenor cup with Hildred. |

The event of the day was the Tichenor 
cup, both on account of the value of the 
trophy and the fact that about the best col- 
lection of really high class gig horses that 
ever went into a ring was booked to start. 
Hidalgo, Lord Algy; Burlingham, Mint, Her- 
ald, Harmony, The Baby, Hildred, and Gay 
Lord Quex were the entries, but as the hour 


for the contest approached the owners of | 


the other horses began to reflect that Hildred 
was unbeaten in this ring, was the champion 
all around show mare of America, and they 
concluded to keep out of the skirmish with 
the big chestnut mare. One by one they 
dropped out, until there was only Mr. Arthur 
Meeker's Lord Quex left to face the mighty 
Hildred. Mr. Meeker himself held the rib- 
bons over his horse, and Mr. Jordan did the 
honors behind Hildred. :

Whtle the victory of the Boston mare was 
conceded before the horses went into the 
ring, it was esteemed a highly sportsmanlike 
act on the part of Mr. Meeker to take a 
chance with his horse against the champion, 
and he received a round of applause for not 
letting the ag | go to another city on a walk- 
over. Mr. Vanderbilt expected to start 
Herald for the cup, but the indisposition of 
his wife prevented this, and aiso kept the 
stable out of the class for park pairs driven 
by women, in which Mrs. Vanderbilt was to 
have taken part. = | 

In this event the Jordan horsés were driven 
by Belle Beach, a professional, and their 
only opponents J. H. Moore’s His Highness 
and Royal Victor by Miss Overman of Chi- 
cago. As it happened, the reinsmanship did 
not count, only the horses and their appoint- 
ments being considered under the conditions 
of the class, but from whatever point the 
rival pairs were viewed it was plain that the 
Boston horses had something to spare. It 
was the same in the class for pairs of ponies 
in harness. Tangerine and Domino, full 
brother and sister, and 3 and 4:years old re- 
spectively, acted more like a pair of minia- 
ture roadsters of the trotting variety than 
like ponies, and @own the sides of the ring 
they could step close to a three minute gait. 
They were the most remarkable pair of little 
horses ever seen in this part of the country. 
and are not likely soon to be beaten. 

— 

Abide from the phenomenal work of the 
Jordan horses, there was not much of interest 
to the show. There was disappointment that 
Mr. Vanderbilt did not take a hand. although 
he could hardly be blamed for not wanting 
ainst Hildred.’ Mr. Meeker 
sent Gay Lord Quex into the ring, directly 
following the Tichenor cup contest, to com- 
pete for the J. H. Moore prize for horse and 
best appointed miniature victoria, and won 
handily from Ira Morris’ Lord Algy. 

Today the last of the show will see some 
good ring work. The management has ar- 
ranged an extra glass for hunters in whith 
the horses will be judged by pairs, taking 
the jumps in that fashion, two from each 
club. It is expected that the Onwentsia, 
Midlothian, and the two Virginia clubs will 
be represented. 

In the class for four in hands Messrs. 
Arthur Caton and J. H. Moore have entries, 
and it is understood that both gentlemen 
will be on the box. : | 

There was a good deal of interest taken in 
the competition between truck horses in the 
afternoon, the prize being for the best pair 
hitched to a heavy truck. Armour & Co., 
Swift & Co., and Morris & Co. were behind 
the trio of pairs that paraded at the bugle 
call, and it would be hard indeed to find bet- 
ter specimens of the massive type of horse 
than the stockyards firms presented. 

It was figured out in advance by the people 
most familiar with this type of horse that 
the Morris pair was bound to get the blue 
ribbon. The head of the firm is an enthu- 
siast on heavy horses, and spares neither 
time nor money in his efforts to get the best 
specimens obtainable for the annual show 
at the Coliseum. One of the horses paraded 
by his house yesterday came all the way 
from Scotland, and the story at the ring- 
side was that the horse buyer for the firm 
spent three months abroad and brought back 
just two animals that he thought would fill 
the bill. Each of the pair that showed yes- 
terday weighed over a ton, and in the matter 
of conformation they were as perfect in their 
way as the most blue blooded thoroughbred. 
The blue ribbon fell to them without dis- 
sent, and the Armour pair took second prize. 
The Swift horses were even more closely 
matched as to form and color than either 
of the other pairs, but they did not have the 
size, and bulk counts for a good deal when it 
comes to handling a heavy truck. :

SHE ADDRESSES CHICAGO CHAP- 
URGING SIMPLE LIFE. 


out Great Laxury—Makes Plea for 
Contributions to Build Continental 
Hall—Speaks at Reception Given for

Standing in the middle of the Louls XVI. 
room at the Hotel Metropole, under a canopy 
formed by two huge flags and surrounded by 
800 women, she called upon every Daughter 
in the country to go out and preach the doc- 
trine of simple living. She urged that the 
highest of human ideale are found in the 
simple home. 
Practicing what she herself preached, Mrs. 
Fairbanks wore a severely simple white dregs 
with the blue and white sash of the president 
general of the National D. A. R. pinned fr 
shoulder to waist. 
“It was the possession of great wealth, 
resulting in high living, that wrecked the 


vice presidential candidate. “It is for the 
Daughters of the American Revolutton to 
teach to America—nay, to the whole world— 
the biessed doctrine of simpie living with 
high ideals.“ 


“Home Woman“ the Ideal. 

Mrs. Fairbanks urged her hearers not to 
neglect their homes. or their children. 

"Be essentially home women, she said, 
“but with all your duties to home, to hus- 
band, to ehildren, there is no woman who 
cannot find time to give to her country.” 

Mrs. Fairbanks urged every woman to 
take up the work of raising funds for the 
buijding of the Continental Memorial hall in 
Washington. She declared that this great 
monument is not only to be a memorial to 
those who fell in war but is to send out to 
the whole world the me 6 of peace. 

She urged that those who love their country 
most are not those who send men to war 
and make home firesides vacant, but those 
who stand ready to make sacrifices to estab- 

Tile people who believe in war.“ she said, 
“are those who do not love their country 
well enough to work for peace. When all the 
world becomes patriotic and every man loves 
his brother and every woman loves her sis- 
ter wars will cease and there will be ro va~- 
cant firesides, no weeping hearts.“ 


Continental Hall Project. 


This is the message which Mrs. Fairbanks 
urged Continental hall should carry to the 
world. The speaker urged all her hearers 
to save money for the benefit of the, fund for 
the erection of the hall. She told them not 
to ask any man or congress of men for help, 
but to torego some luxury and give the 
money to the fund. : 

Save the money yourselves,”’ she urged, 
earn it by denying yoursélves some little 
luxury. If every one of the 46,000 members 
of the P. A. R. would save §5 and give it ta 
the d we would have all the money we 
need.” Let your woman's club go, let your 
Browning club go, and devote yourself to 
the D. A. R., which is devoted to your coun- 
try and liberty.“

RAILWAYS AGREE TO MAKE 
SLOWER RUNNING TIME. 


Lines Between Chicago and St. Louis 
After Conference Return to Eight 


The Chicago-St. Louis lines practically 


have agreed to withdraw their seven hour 


train schedules and go back to the eight 
hour runs. Conferences on the subject have 
been held during the last week by President 
Felton of the Alton, President Ramsey of 
the Wabash, Vice President Harahan of the 
Illinois Central, and President Davidson of 
the Frisco. While they have reached the 
conclusion to extend the time of their fast 
trains between Chicago and St. Louis one 


hour, they have not yet agreed on the date 


when the change is to be made. President 
Davidson of the Frisco, which controls the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, is desirous that 
the roads should return to the old schedule 


on Nov. 1, but the other officials believe the 


seven hour trains should be kept on until the 
end of the month, when the World’s Fair 


comes to a close. It is probable that the 


matter will be compromised by making the 
change on Nov. 15. 

The Chicago and Eastern hiinois (Frisco), 
which has been running its trains on a nine 
hour schedule, will, after today, put in effect 
an eight hour run. 
road contend that, their line being a new 
one, it would not be advisable to run trains on 
a seven hour schedule, and although it is 
admitted the other roads easily can make 
the time between Chicago and St. Louis in 
seven hours, they do not wish to work under 
a disadvantage, and insist that the others 
extend the time of their fast trains to eight 
hours or grant a differential rate. 


New Guard Against Train Wrecks. 


The Chic and Northwestern has t- 
stalled at e Shore junction the electric 
Switeh and derail system to guard against 
wrecks. The station, by means of levers an 
switchboards, controls five switches and five 
derailing apparatus. The electricity is gene- 
rated by a five horse power gasoline engine 
and stored in a fifty-six cell storage battery, 
which supplies a constant current. 

An approaching train signals its coming 
when a mile and a half away through an 
extra raised rail at the side of the track. This 


rall is pressed down by the wheels of the 
engine, forming a contact which produces a 


current and sounds a buzzer at the depot, 
also dropping the name of the division on the 


‘Switchboard. When a train has the right of 


way the derailing apparatus is set auto- 
matically so as to throw any trains on the 
other routes from the track in case they ap- 
proach the junction. The derailing track is 
provided with a flange to throw any engines 
or cars clear of the rail, which will prevent 
spreading in case of an accident.

The transcontinental roads at their meeting in 
St. Louis agreed to make a rate of $45 for the round 
trip from the Missouri river to Portland, Ore., on 
account of the Lewis and Clarke exposition next 
summer. This, however, will apply only over the 
direct routes going and coming. There will be a 
meeting in Chicago on Monday to agree on a rate 
to Rortland going over one route and returnin 
by another. | 
No further efforts will be made for the present to 
settle the sugar rate war. The Mobile and Ohio 
ret uses to attend any more meetings and says it 
will not agree to a restoration of rates inside of 
sixty das for the reason that half a dozen agree- 
ments made in the last six months were broken 
within forty-eight hours.

fs Whitlock, western manager of the 
Glens Falls, yesterday sent to other man- 
agers a letter, suggesting that a meeting of 


officers and managers of companies operating 


in the west, without regard to their affiliation 
or nonaffillation with any other organization, 
be called to consider conflagration charges. 

The agreement of nearly all the companies 
to be represented at a meeting on tornado 
insurance having been securgd, Mr. Whitlock 
expressed the belief that a similar result can 
be reached on the question of.a conflagration 
charge. He says further, that unless the 
companies do act together in this matter, the 
effort to enforce charges is likely to result in 
failure. The text of the letter follows: 

We have been much interested in this advance 
step that has received official approval of many 
of the leading fire insurance companies, and we 
trust that the companies may not yield to any 
influence from any source to prevent the applica- 
tion and collection of this necessary charge in all 
cities where it applies. We would greatly deplore 
any action on the part of any considerable number 


of the companies being a party to any negotia- 


tions with any outside organization looking to a 
compromise or change from the plan so carefully 
thought out and already adopted providing for the 
‘reasonable charge in question. To do this cer- 
tainly would be undignified and unbusinéss like, 
and would place the great fire insurance companies 
of this country before the public as vacillating— 


not. knowing their own wants or how to provide 


for and protect them in a thoroughly business like 
and dignified way. 

The question is one of such great importance 
that, in our judgment, the managers and officers 
of all companies having jurisdiction in the west, 
without reference te their affiliation or non-affili- 
ation with any organization, should be invited to 
a conference with a view to securing their en- 
thusiastic and unqualified support to obtain in all 
cases the reasonable charge already established 
for the great conflagration hazard daily confronting 
the fire insurance companies. 

Much might be accomplished by correspondence, 
but we believe the work could be more effectively 
done through a cenference of the managers and 


officers having jurisdiction in the west. This we. 


believe could be easily secured, and would result 
in much good im many ways. 
— 


Representatives of the Commercial club and in- 


surance interests of Duluth appeared before the 


governing committee of the union yesterday re- 
garding the conflagration charge placed on that 
city. They were Oscar Mitchell and B. Silber- 
stein, representing the business men, and R. B. 
Knox from the insurance agents. The plan of the 
companies was explained to the delegation and it 
was shown that if any one of the set of require- 
ments wag met it would result in a reduction of 
the charge at once without d to the other 
conditions. The governing committee was told 
the demands of the insurance companies as to 
water works would be met and completed this 
week by the installing of a twelve inch main run- 
ning through the business district.

The delegation explained to the committee that 
the time for making the appropriation on the part 
of the city for expenses had . It was sug- 
gested that the business interests contribute funds 
to purchase additional engines and a fire tug. 
This probably will be done, and the 5 per cent 
charge wii be taken off when the demands are 
met. If these requirements in the fire depart- 
ment are made in Duluth it will place the city 
in a higher class and give it a general reduction 
in insurance rates. ‘The delegation frankly ac- 
knowledged the justice of making charges for 
openings and unprotected windows and said it 
was probable that property owners soon would 
remedy these defects and get credit on their in- 
surance rate.

Statement Made by Bush Company of 
Losses in Fire at Pier 7, South

New York, Oct. 28.—[Specia].]—The fol- 
lowing is the official statement made by 
the Bush company (limited) regarding the 
fire that destroyed pier 7 at the foot of Forty- 
first street in Seuth Brooklyn this morning: 

The fire caught from the lighter Victor, 
which was lying adjoining loaded with 250 
bales of jute which had been recovered from 
the ruins of No. 12, in which a fire occurred 
last week. The belief is there must have 
been some fire concealed in the bales which 
it was impossible to detect at the time they 
were loaded. It is estimated that the total 
loss by fire will reach about $350,000.

‘FIRST NATIONAL BANK TO SPE- 


Will Divide Lines of Business Into 
Seven Departments and Put a Man 
in Charge of Each — Atchison and 
Reading Show Decrease in Gross for 
September—Known Movements of 
Money Indicate Net Loss in 

York—Financial Notes. 


With a view of minimizing losses and in- 
creasing business the First National bank on 
Jan. 1 will adopt a system of specialization of 
credits. President J. B. Forgan ot the bank 
has worked out the plan which will become 
operative in the commercial department. The 
different lines of credit carried will be divided 
into séven groups, comprising twenty-six di- 
visions. In charge of each group there will 
be a senior and a junior officer. The senior 
will pass on the credits and the junior officer 
will take care of the details. 

The plan will in effect divide the loan busi- 

ness of the bank into departments, the senior 
officer of which will be held responsible for 
the profitable conduct of the line of credits 
in his charge. 
It is President Forgan's idea, for Instance, 
to divide borrowers into classes, such as the 
boot and shoe trade, the clothing trade, the 
liquor trade, and tobacco trades, the pack- 
ing house business, the commission house 
business, etc. Borrowers in the different lines 
will be referred to the senior officer of the 
particular group in which his line of credit 
is classed. 


Will Develop Expert Credit Men. 
The senior officers will be expected to make 
monthly and yearly reports and such other 
reports from time to time as may be re- 
quired. In this way the knowledge of each 
senior officer will become specialized, and 
he will be expected to become an expert in 
his line. The further fact that he will fa- 
millarize himself with the business. of his 
clients should lead to an enlarged acquaint- 
ance in that particular branch of industry. 
and in consequence increased patronage. 
The First National bank has now three vice 
presidents, one cashier, and five assistant 
cashiers. Their duties will be reorganized 
under the plan in contemplation, most of 
such titles will be eliminated, and in their 
ead will be senior and junior officers. The 
ange is expected to lead to promotions in 
the working force and to secure a degree of 
efficiency which Mr. Forgan thinks cannot 
be equaled under the present system. 
Largest Purely Commercial Business. 
The First National bank probably does the 
largest purely commercial business of any 
national institution in the country. The 
Specialization of credits is a departure in 
banking methods, and has been under con- 
sideration for a number of months. The 
details are not yet all worked out, but the 
Fan is sufficiently advanced to inaugurate it 
ut the beginning of the year. Necessarily 
tome departments will remain as they are. 
such as foreign exchange and domestic ex- 
change, since in a way they are already 
Specialized. President Forgan will, of 
course, exercise supervision over all the 
groups. He will be cnabled,. however, to 
hold one particular person to account for 
the lines of credit assigned to him, and no 
others. 
The First National is the only bank in 
Chicago which enters in its balance sheet 
an item of “ unearned discounts.”’ 


Currency Movement About Over. 


The local. banks, which do the largest 
amount of shipping of currency, report the 
outgo to the west, northwest, and southwest 
as practically over. One of the banks Is 
shipping a small amount of money to New 
Orleans to be used in the cotton crop move- 
ment. The largest national bank finds its 
shipments to the northwest have entirely 
ceased, and only a moderate amount is going 
to Kansas City. The same institution notes 
an occasional return movement from Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul. 

The outlook for money shows no change for 
the better from the banker’s standpoint. The 
going rate is close to 4% per cent. with varia- 
tions above and below. Until general busi- 
ness, however, shows a further improve- 
ment, and until the public becomes more 
widely interested in the New York stock mar- 
ket, the demand for money promises to re- 
main moderate. 


Railway Earnings. 

Atchison for September shows an increase 
of nearly 5 per cent in gross. Operafing ex- 
penses, in the matter of ratio, show but small 
change. The statement for the month is of 
course an improvement over the previous 
ones of the fiscal years. For the first three 
months there is shown a decrease of $508,628. 
Evidently the turn in earnings has arrived. 

‘The Philadelphia and Reading for Septem- 
ber shows a considerable decrease in gross, 
but the ratio of operating was reduced to 55.31 
per cent. In consequence, there was an in- 
crease in net of $151,837. The Coal and Iron 


being $141,574, against a deficit of $19,297 for 
the corresponding month last year.

„ The invasion of the American industrial 
field by Japanese laborers is feared by Pres- 
ident Michael Donnelly of the Butcher Work- 
. mens union. To head off the Japanese Don- 
nely will introduce a resolution at the con- 
vention of the American Federation of Labor 
in San Francisco next month calling for the 
enactment of legislation excluding them from 
the United States. 

The matter was brought to Donnelly’s at- 
tention by a call made on him by K. Okajima, 
a Japanese, who was seeking information re- 
garding conditions in the packing plants. 
Mr. Okajima -showed letters of introduction 
to the packers recommending him as the 
proper person to furnish them with Japanese 
labor. He said that he had been told the 
employers in Chicago could give work to 600 
or 600 men of his nationality. 

Pursuing his inquiries, Mr. Okajima asked 
if Japanese would be admitied to the Butcher 
Workmen's union. Donnelly showed the con- 
— | stitution of the labor organization, which 
contains nothing operating against the for- 


eigners. 
“I am sure, however,” Donnelly sald,

chat the members of the union would not 
consent io receiving Japanese, and the mem- 
„ bers are greater than the constitution.” 


Unions Again Try to Unite. 

Donnelly then hastened to prepare his 
Japanese exclusion resolution. 

The effort to effect an amalgamation of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters, the 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters, and 
the Amalgamated Woodworkers Interna- 

tional union has been taken up anew by 

the three labor organizations. The United 
Hrotherhood especially is interested in the 
move. Offers of money and employment 
have been made by them, it is said, to lead- 
ere of the woodworkers if they will use their 
irfiuence in that union in favor of the amal- 
gamation. 

May Raise Price of Coal.
